EDWIN HARRISON AND 
“NATIONAL DEMOCRATS.” 


The Phrase Was Used Solely as a Title and Not 
in Renunciation of the Candidate’s Stanch 
Stand as a Free Silver Man. 


In a signed-statement given by me to some eveaing paper at its request, 
gome days ago, I said that I expected the regular Democratic vote to receive 
accessions from both the Republicans and National Democrats. The use of 
this phrase by me has been commented upon by the Post-Dispatch as in- 
comprehensible and in itself sufficient to defeat me. If it had occurred to 
mie that anybody could infer from my use of the title National Democrats 
that they belong to the regular Democratic party, I would have avoided the 
expression. But I am wnab!s to understand how anybody could find anything 
to criticise in the use of that title m the connection and manner in which I 


used it. 
First, the words were used solely as a title and were not Intended to be 


descriptive in any other sense. They were used to indicate a certain political 
group in contradistinction to the other parties named. I spoke of accessions of 
National Democratic votes to the regular Democratic vote, thus differentiating 
the parties. Accessions are additions from the outside. 

. Further, at the time of writing the article, the fact that the self-styled 
National Democrats had been designated on the official ballot in this State 
as Palmer-Buckner Democrats had wholly escaped my memory. It is not un- 
common for Democrats to use the title just as I did. In the State of Illinois 
and elsewhere, if I remember rightly, that party was so designated on the 
official ballot. In short, my use of the title was not intended to have the 
significance which you have inferred. 

Nor did I have in mind only the 400 or 500 persons who voted the Palmer- 
Buckner ticket tn November. According to common report there were six 
or eight thousand persons who style themselves National Democrats, but 
who voted for McKinley. I had no thought of using the title loaded with any 
other significance than what would be necessary to differentiate the Indian- 
apolis party from the regular Democracy as defined by the Chicago platform. 

As regards Democratic principles, I continue to stand just where I stood 
before as well as after the Pertle #r ings and Chicago conventions. My 
views on the currency question are known to all men who have cared to 
know them. I have straddled nothing and would not renounce my principles 
for the Mayoralty, for which I cared too little to pay such a price. I cur- 
ried favor with no body of men outside of the Demoeratic party, but repelled 
neither Republican nor Palmer-Buckner Democrat when given assurances of 
support. I have been and I remain as independent of swerving influences as a 
wood-sawyer. I have not swerved one iota from my belief in the policy of 
free, unlimited and independent coinage of silver and gold at 16 to 1 and tn 
the ability of the United States to re-establish bimetallism on that basis. 
During the campaign I stated to campeign audiences at various times-and 
places that my views were so well known in that respect that they cid not 
need repetition. Other speakers in the campaign, in my presence and else- 
,where, repeatedly alluded to my Pertle Springs and other records on the sil- 
ver question. Such Republicans end Palmer-Buckner Democrats as cast their 
votes for me did so because they knew that I would not renounce or modify 
or suppress my convictions on the currency question or on any other question 
either for the Mayoralty or for any other consideration, 

I conour with you im regard to the omission in the convention platform. It 
certainly should have indorsed the State and national platforms.

DRAPER’S CONFESSION. 


Description of His Deadly Night 
Struggle With Hastings. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
JACKSONVILLE, Il, April 8—Charles 
L. Draper, after consultation with his pas- 
tor, Rev. A. B. Morey, and his counsel, Col, 
D. P. Dyer and Judge O. P. Thompson, de- 


cided on Wednesday to make a clean 
breast of the killing of Chas. L. Hastings, 
on the night of March 31 last. Draper is in 
a@ peculiar frame of mind. He and Hastings 
were enemies and he probably has few com- 
ore ogg about the killing. But he suffers 

eenly from the feeling that he has dis- 
Se his family by entering Judge Kir- 

y's office secretly at night. 

Following is Draper’s confession in full: 

To the Rev. Dr. Morey, pastor of State 
event Presbyterian Church—My Dear Sir: 

my pastor and spiritual adviser, I de- 
sire to make to you and through you 
to the Coroner of Morgan County, IIli- 
nois, a full, true and perfect statement of 
the facts and circumstances that led to 
the death of Chas. L. Hastings on the even- 
ing of March 31 last. 

n the fall of 1878 I entered the service of 
Judge Kirby. I became clerk of his abstract 
Office in the city of Jacksonville, Ill, and 
continued in his service until the last of 
January, 189%. By my long service in the 
Office 1 became familiar with the business 
of the office and the methods of conducting 

e same. 

On the evening of the 3lst of March I 
entered the office of Judge Kirby between 
8 and 9 o'clock. Then I entered the office 
there was no one there. I had with me at 
the time an unlighted lantern, which I 
lighted after getting in-the office.

This confession is the sole subject of talk 
here, and the opinion is expressed that the 
story of the struggle is but partly told.

DRAPER’S CONFESSION. 


Description of His Deadly Night 
Struggle With Hastings.

JACKSONVILLE, Ill., April 8—Charles 
L. Draper, after consultation with. hig pas- 
tor, Rev. A. B. Morey, and his counsel, Col. 
D. P. Dyer and Judge O. P. Thompson, de- 


ided on Wednesday to make a clean 
reast of the killing of Chas. L. Hastings, 
on the night of March 31 last. Draper is in

were enemies and he probably has few com- 
unctions about the killing.

n the fall of 1878 I entered the service of 
Judge Kirby. I became clerk of his abstract 
Office in the city of Jacksonville, Ill, and 
continued in his service until the last of 
January, 18%. By _y long service in the 
Office 1 became familiar with the business 
of the office and the methods of conducting 

@ same. 

On the evening of the 3lst of March I 
entered the office of Judge Kirby between 
8 and 9 o'clock. When I entered the office 
there was no one there. I had with me at 
the time an unlighted lantern, which I 
lighted after getting in-the office. I knew 
the combination of the vault and went and 
opened it and took a book therefrom and 
~ ee it on a desk next to the vault, I 

ad barely opened the book when I heard 
7 noise at the front door. When I heard 
ootsteps on the stairs I extinguished the 
Mght of the lantern. 

I started to the front, to the room lead- 
ing to the closet. When Hastings opened 
the door that led from the hal! to the ab- 
stract office I had not been able to reach 
the door of my intended exit. 

At this time it was very dark in the room 
and no object could be seen. As soon as he 
entered the office he struck a match and 
the light from it enabled him to see me for 
@& moment. 

He called me by name and rushed upon 
me and seized me. I had on my overcoat 
at the time when he seized hold of me. In 
the struggle I was thrown down, with his 
knee upon me. While in this position I 
took the knife, which is now in the pos- 
session of the Coroner, and began to use it 
@s best I could to free myself from him. 

The atruggic was altogether in the dark 
and I cou not tell how the knife took 
effect. To the best of my knowledge the 
struggle lasted fifteen or twenty minutes.

VICKSBURG, Miss, April 8.—The rise is 
increasing in the Yazoo River at Yazoo 
A about seventy-five miles above here. 
This river is a tributary of. the Mississippi 
and is the outlet of all the water rushin 

through the five breaks on the Mississipp 
side of the Mississippi River, devastating 
the valuable and fertile lands of the great 
Yazoo delta." At this point the rise is in- 
creasing, and the best-informed rivermen 
are of the opinion that the river will reach 
not less than feet on the gauge when the 
water all reaches here from the crevasses 
above. f 

The. water now devastating the Yazoo 
basin has already commenced returning to 
the Mississippi River, and it is but reasona- 
ble to presume that the result will be the 
same as at Helena. The St. Francis basin 


contains 6,700 square miles, while the Yazoo 
basin contains 6,600 uare miles, which 
would make the relative conditions identi- 
cal, but to this the water of about 1,000 
square miles of overflowed country in 
hite River basin must be added to 
water coming from the Yazoo basin, 
ereasing the outpour to an alarming 
tent. , 
The Arkansas levees, from the mouth of 
the Arkansas River down, are holding well, 
but the water from White River will cer- 
tainly reach the Mississippi rise above 
Vicksburg. 

The water from the breaks in the Missis- 
sippi levees is fast inundating many little 
towns in the Yazoo delta, entailing incal- 
culable loss to stock, crops and property. 
Greenville Point line is holding and the 
protection levee in the rear is doing its 
work well, keeping out the backwater. 
The Yazoo Valley Railroad is suffering 
great damage. The fine double-span iron 
bridge over the Bogue Phalia belonging to 
this road was totally wrecked by drift and 
the rapid current. This is a severe loss 
to the railroad and will no doubt delay 
their through trains when the water goes 
down.

vs The German Ambassador, the Italian Am-

lands to the United States have filed pro- 
tests against the proposed legislation, and 
these protests have been forwarded by Sec- 
retary Sherman to the Senate Committee on 
Finance, These protests, while couched in 
diplomatic language, plainly call attention 
to the effect which the proposed bill would 
have on the countries concerned in the 
event of its passage. That of Baron Von 
Thielmann, the German Ambassador, is 
particularly forc:ble, amounting almost to 
a clrect threat of retaliation by the German 
¥ Government against the United States. 

Should the pending tariff bill become a 
law, it is not improbable that the German 
Government would retaliate by imposing 
still greater restrictions upon American 
products. 

While protests have not yet been re- 
ceived from other countries, the action of 
the Senate is being awaited with much in- 
terest by the representatives of nearly every 
maticn maintaining diplomatic relations 

i With the United States. 

Many special duties have been imposed 

for the express purpose of shutting out Can- 


adian products, and, as the Canadjan Par- 
lbament has complete jurisdiction over the 

| tariff laws of the Dominion, it is not im- 
probable that some retaliatory legislation 
may be expected from that quarter. 

The South American countries are most 
affected by the proposed reciprocity pro- 
visions of the bill. and the general dispo- 
Bition of the representatives of those gov- 
ernments in Washington is to favor a pro- 
vision looking to the negotiation of new 
commercial treaties between their countries 
and the United States.

MILLION DOLLAR BLAZE AT THE 
TENNESSEE CITY. 


CHATTANOOGA SENT HELP. 


Many Persons Had Thrilling Escapes 
by Jumping Out Windows and 
Some Were Badly Hurt. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 8.—The most 
disastrous fire ever experienced in Knox- 
ville occurred this morning between 4 and 
8 o'clock. The entire block between Union 
and Reservoir streets on Gay street, with 
the exception of the McGhee Building on 
one end, the longest and handsomest biock 
in the ¢ity, is a mass of ruins, and the loss 
is estimated at nearly a million dollars, 
Several ople were slightly injured, the 
most eariou us heing Joe McMillan, who had 
a leg broken. 

The fire was discovered about 4 o’clock in 
the wholesale grocery store of the McNulty 
Grocery Co. by a porter of the Knox Hotei, 
which adjoins the grocery. A general alarm 
Was turned in. and all the local fire compa- 
nies were soon on the scene. Their efforts 


proved futile, however, and the flames 
spread de poy , 
An explosion of dynamite in Woodruff's 


hardware store shattered every window in 
Gay street, 

A portion of the Chattanooga fire depart- 
ment arrived at 6 o'clock and rendered 
valuable assistance 

Among those injured in the fire were:

Bad in the city, formerly city editor of the 
Journal. After assisting five men to escape 
he jumped from the third story of the Knox 
Hotel onto the roof of an adjoining build- 
ing; badly, but not fatally, hurt.

In Judge Zachritz court Thursday morn- 
ing the State spent the entire time in tak- 
ing the testimony of Cassander English, the 
principai witness for the prosecution in| the 
case against Wm. G. Haupt and William 
Jacks, charged with grand larceny and em- 
bezzlement 


from the William Barr ry 
Goods Co. 
The defendants, together with Luther 
Shobe, Pat J. Lee, William J. McFarland 


and Cassander English were arrested | on 
Dec. 31, 1896. A severance of the cases was 
granted and Haupt and Jacks were placed 
on trial Wednesday. English was not jin- 
dicted and agreed to testify for the State. 

He was on the stand all morning. He de- 
tailed the manner in which the alleged 
thefts were committed. The bundle wrap- 
per was in the conspiracy with the sales- 
men. The witness explained that when a 
customer bought a pair of shoes valued at 
$4.50 and tendered a $ bill in payment the 
check would be made out for ® cents and 
the bundle wrapver would retain $4. Fifty 
cents would be retained by the cashier, and 
the other 50 cents would be returned to tne 
customer. The $4 retained by the bandle 
wrapper would go into a pool for division 
among the conspirators, 

Objection was made to proving the crime 
itself by one of the conspirators. The 
court ruled that English could testify, but 
it would require corroborative testimony to 
have it considered. 

Shortly before noon Attorney Fauntleroy 
began the cross-examination. The lawyer 
began by asking questions regarding En- 
glish’s associates. The witness admitted to 
being on intimate terms with many women 
of loose character.

MR. HARRISON EXPLAINS. 
Mr. Edwin Hartison’s explanation, s0 
far as it refers to his own views, is quite 
superfluous, No one who took the trouble 
to inform himself before or during the 
campaign as to Mr. Harrison's political 
convictions could have had any doubt 
that he isa loyal, gtraight out Democrat, 
in full accord with his party and in sym- 
pathy with its platform, And ceftainly 
no one who knows Mr. Harrison person- 
ally could entertain a doubt as to his sin- 
cerity and steadfastness of conviction.

4 PLANS FOR REORGANIZATION. 


The Precinct Committeemen Will 
. Elect a New Executive Board 
Next Month. 


Now that the election is over, the Demo- 
ofetic leaders, or at least those who have 
been placed at the head of the regular 
Democratic organization, are discussing 
the election of a new City Executive Com- 
mitiee by the Precinct Committeemen on 
May 4. 

The almost unanimous opinion is that 
an Executive Committee of sixty-five mem- 
bers is entirely too large and unwieldy to 
do effective work. During the campaign, 
; when every one was supposed to have the 
. welfare of the party at heart, it was im- 
. possible to secure a legal quorum at many 
: meetings of the committee. 

, One grave mistake made in the reorgani- 
’ , gation of the local Democracy by the State 
; 

- 
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Committee was in failing to make an of- 
ficial report on a set of rules governing the 
Executive Committee, and also the Precinct 
Committeemen. 

1 Therefore, Chairman Devoy and other 
: Jeaders favor ealling a mass convention of 
: all the 4% Precinct Committeemen, to be 
4 held in one hall some time after May 4, for 
the purpose of formulating a set of rules to 


. be followed in the proceedings of the Ex- 
‘ ecutive Committee and in the meetings of 
} the ward precinct organizations. 
: “Tt was well known,” said an old com- 
mitteeman, ‘“‘that the members who were 
punctual and constant in their attendance 
t committee meetings were those who had 
n members of the old City Committee of 
twenty-eight. The new members, many of 
whom were drawn from the ranks of the 
upposed better element, were often dere- 
Tick in their duty and did not attend the 
t 


meetings, 

“The effect was that important campa‘gn 
business, which demanded immediate atten- 
tion, was often delayed when delays were 
extremely dangerous. Then, too, the lack 
of attendance at committee meetings cre- 
ated an impression that apathy existed 
among the leaders, and this feeling trickled 
down through the rank and file of the

, While itis generally belived that the City 

j ecutive Committee is too large to trans- 

act business expeditiously, ther is no way of 
decreasing the number, except by calling 
‘ upon the State Committee for anvther re- 

organization, and a majority of the leaders

Asked in rgeard to the eneed of another 
reorganization of the City Committee Chair- 
gman Devoy said: 

“Well, we have just had one reorganiza- 
tion, and it seems rather early to be calling 
Yor‘another. But I pay that the City Ex- 
ecutive Committee of sixty-five is too cum- 
bersome to do the work as it should be 
one. When Chairman Cook and the State 
‘ommittee were here reorganizing the par- 
ty last winter I went before them and 
stated that I believed the old committee of 
twenty-eight members was largé enough 
as an executive body, and that all that 
Was needed was to place the party on a 

recinct basis of organization. But the 
tate Committee thought otherwise, and en- 
arged the central body to sixty-five mem- 
bers, called it an Executive Committee 
and prepared for gt to be elected on May 4 
by the precinct coMmitteemen that was. to 
be electeed at primary mass meetings. 

“Of coufse, the present Executive Com- 
mittee includes the twenty-eighth old City 
Committeemen and those appointed by the 
State Sub-committee. 

“But the Executive Committee of Sixty- 
five has proved to be too unwieldly to do 
quick and effective work. There are now 
two members from each ward. In many 
instances the two members from a ward 
could not a on certain matters, and 
then there was a serious clash. This caused 
a lack of harmony. 

“A serious obstacle was in securing a quo- 
rum at the meetings of the Executive Com-.- 
mittee. I do not believe there was a single 
meeting when all theesixty-flve members 
she Meee It was ven hard work to get 
‘thirty-three members to attend a meeting 
and make a quorum. In the heat of the 
campaign, when I urged emphatically that 
all members should attend, a quorum could 
not be found at several meetings. 

What are we going to. do about it? Well, 
something must done to arouse more in- 
terest. en the new Executive Commit- 
tee, elected on May 4, meets I am in favor 
of calling a mass convention of all the 426 
precinct committeemen and let them pro- 
muilgate a set of rules to govern their own 
proceedings and those of the Executive Com- 
mittee. he State Committee gave us na 
rules to govern either the precinct commit- 
teemen or the Executive Committe. The 

recinct committeemen are supposed to 
orm the City Central Committee, and the 
recinct committeemen in each ward elect 
wo members of the Pxecutive Committe. 
Thus the precinct committeemen elect fifty- 
six members of the City Executive Commit- 
tee. The new nine members-at-large are to 
De selected at the next Democratic city con- 
vention, 

“But there is. no definite idea as to the 
exact authority and jurisdiction of these 
two committees. Nobody seems to know 
positively how far the City Central Commit-

ASSIST THE TURKS 


A WARSHIP SENT TO KISSANO 
_ FOR THAT PURPOSE. | 


INSURGENTS TOO STRONG. 


The Turks Continue Fortifying the 
Passes Leading From Greek 
Territory. 


CANEA, Crete, April 8.—The Foreign Ad- 
mirals have sent a warship to Kissamo, 
with instructions to assist the Turks in 
evacuating that place, the latter having 
declared it to be impossible to resist the 
insurgents, 

The fire which broke out yesterday near 
the Cathedral in Candia destroyed the resi- 
dence of the Bishop. The Greek quarter 
was saved by the Italian marines, who ¢¢- 
mulished a number of buildings in order 0 
check the progress of the conflagration. 


LONDON, April 8&—A crowd of people 
gathered at Charing Cross Railroad station 
to-day to witress the departure of Mrs. 
OQrmistow Chant, the social reformer, and 
the six nurses who are going with her to.the 
Island of Crete. Lady Henry Somerset, 


who, with Mr. B. F. Keith of Boston,

FLASSONA, Macedonia, April 8 —The 
Turkish army remains camped in the posi- 
tions which it occupied on Tuesday last. The 
Turks continue strengthening the defenses 
of the passes leading from Greek terr.tory. 


ATHENS, April 8.—The identical notes of 
warning delivered by the representatives of 
the Powers to M. skouzes, the Greek Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, have had very lit- 
tle appreciable effect. The newspapers de- 
clare that they are really of no practical 
value in rendering the issues more certain, 
because Greece i3 well aware that the 
Saracmane between the Powers is facti- 
tious. Bi 

A cémplete calm characterizes the whole 
city, although placards have been posted 
in many places, advocaiing war. 

The evening newspapers censure the 
clamor for war. 


CANEA, Crete, April 8—Brisk fighting 
took place Wednesday outside of Candia, 
The insurgents, in considerable strength, 
advanced from four points and attacked the 
Turkish outposts. The latter maintained 
their positions with the loss of two men 
killed and eleven wounded. - 

The insurgents of the vicinity of Kissamo, 
at the western end of the island, have writ- 
ten to the foreign Admirals, giving notice 
that they are projecting an attack upon 
the fort at Kissamo. The Turkish garrison 
there has asked for assistance. 

Two thousand insurgents have crowded 
around Sitia, at the eastern end of the 
island, and a French warship has landed 
five guns in anticipation of an attack upon 
that place. 

Rear Admiral R. H. Harris of the British 
fleet was shot at by a Moslem irregular 
while crossing a field near Suda. The bullet 
plowed the grass at his feet. This is his 
second escape. 


LONDON, April &—A dispatch to the 
derstood there that the Porte has notified 
the Powers of its willingness to withdraw 
the Turkish garrison from Crete immediate- 
ly if the Greeks will previously withdraw 
and the Powers guarantee to pacify the 
island. 

The English newspapers say that the au- 
thorities are taking,unusual precautions at 
British ports to prevent the clandestine ex- 
port of war material. Detectives are. re- 
ported to be on the. alert at every fishing 
town since it was leatned that quantities of 
war material have nm shipped from this 
country to the Island of Crete and to the 
Transvaal during the past three months. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from St. Petersburg says: 

Just at the moment when everyone had 
made up his mind that all the troubles itn 
Greece and Crete were settled, and after the 
Rourse had opened buoyantly on the report 
that Greece had given way, a counter blast 
has come in the postponement of the block- 
ade and the news of the speech of Mr. Bal- 
four, in which he ts reported to have talked 
of a union with América, in case of war 
with Frarce and Russia. 

This latter noint sounds so remarkable 
and improbable that had it not come 
through the official agency it would seem 
incredible, At all events it has produced 
the strongest impressfon upon a large party 
here whose members persistently ins!st that 
England is backing the Greeks and wishes 
to seige Buda Bay. 

To give an idea of these sentiments it has 
been reported that England is about to 
force the Dardanelles.
